THE COTTON OUTLOOK. /..~ -
What Mr BLepperson Sayd About It
In His Cotton Facts.

" 'T'he little' arimusl publisation by Mr
Alfred Bhepperson, of New York, en-
titled "‘Cotton Faots,"” bhas come tobe re-
eignized as & letdin; :
cotton meh, His figures are ascurate
and his dedustions conservative. His
review of .the last season and pects
for 1900-1901 met forth that the last
crop (1899 1900) was 9,422 022 bales,
ard his estimate of the current erop
(1900 1901) is 9,900,000 bales. He
comments upon this as follows:

At the close of the Kuropean ootton
season on Saptember 30, the stocks of
cotton of all growths in European mar-
kets were only 280,000 bales, beipg tha
smallest recorded 1u 58 yoaars, with the
cxeeption of 1863, when, in conscquence
of our civil war, tha Kuropean stooks
ware redused to 250,000 bales. Con-
sumption howcver, was on & muoch
smaller scala then. and the stocks, on
September 30, 1863, ropresented six
weeks'  cousumption  of the mills;
whereae the atocks last S:ptember wore
not enough for two wacks' coasua ption
of Huropean spinners. The oonsump
tion of American cotton last soason by
Amerioan and foreign m lls was zbout
11,000,000 bales. My friend, Mr.
Thomas Kkllison of Liverpool, ecalls it
10 900,000, being 566,000 more than
the estimate puoslished by him at the
brg oning of the season. In his siren-*
lar of Ostober 20 he ostimated a radue-
tion this season ia American and Jap-

600 puunds net) and anigeranse in Ka-
rop+sn consumption of 90,000 halcs
(st 500 pouuds per), and, with the ox

season from countries other than Ameri
‘o, stated Lhat an American orop of 10,

der to keep the stock at the end of the
.season from falling below the limited,
supply at ita commencement. Qua Do
opmb.r 18 Mr. Ellison cabled that he
thought aa American crop of 10,150,
000 bales wouid meet the reguirements
of the spinuers. This was due to the
expeotstion of larger receipts from In
dia thao his eatimate in Qotober of 800,
OUD +bales, or 500 000 more than last
season. o this concetion it is, well to
remember that while 217,000 spindles’
were added to the milis of [adia last
sesson, many of the miils wero not con-
stantly at work. Itis probable, in view
of the better crops and improved con-
dition of uff.ira that considerably more
cotton will be spun in ladia than last
season.  The ecommercisl erop of India
last season was 2 613,00C bales against
an average of 3 200,000 for the four
previous seasons, but the actual yield
was probably pot over 1,300,000 bales,
the balance beiog cuiton held over
from previous erips. It is thought
that hittle or no old cotton was lofe in
the interior of India last season, sothat
the preseut commercial erop will not
exceed the growth of this seasin. The
quantity avatlabla for export to Burope
18 thercfore not likely to exececd BOG, -
000 bales, and may not be as much.

orop should exoved 10,760,000 bales,

be no giest avcumulacion of stocks any-
where.
